If Alford refuses to drop the 
appeal, the state will insist on early 
trials of the remaining indictments 
against him-—and we are certain of 
convictions.”

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Study the Genus Bandit 


IIOSE whose business it is to administer the criminal law 
T would do well to make a thoroughgoing study of the bandit 

when they have an opportunity. Every few days we have 

cases of holdups and crimes of violence. Some of these of- 
fenders are never arrested and, of course, those cases cannot be 
studied with any satisfaction except as to means of preventing a 
recurrence. But where a bandit is either killed or taken into custody 
the material is at hand for a study of the tendencies which go to 
make bandits. When men take up that line of work there is some 
reason for it, and knowing the reason is the first step toward a cure. 

We hear reports from prison officials that the probation system 
is working well and it is a hopeful sign when this is true. But do 
we know what proportion of the erimes are committed by old 
offenders? Every time a man on parole commits a new crime it is 
evident that a mistake was made in turning him loose. One weak- 
ness of the prison system is that it tends to brand a man for life so 
that he has no incentive to reform. Once in prison he is afterwards 
a marked man and the suspicion of society is upon him. This is a 
powerful foree to keep him under. The parole law is designed to 
soften this hardship and when the leniency is deserved it is a most 
valuable feature. But when the leniency is not deserved its exercise 
is doubly harmful to society. 

A study of the facts of birth, training, economie and moral con- 
dition of offenders and the present motive for erime could not fail 
to reveal information of the utmost usefulness. If it is shown that 
the bandits come chiefly from that elass which makes a profession 
of living without work, it would suggest to the police that sueh 
persons need special watching. They should have authority to re- 
quire them to mend their ways or to give guarantees of their good 
behavior. That would be locking the stable door before the horse is 
stolen instead of doing it afterwards. 

Most criminals go wrong because of a lack of proper oversight 
and training when young. The formative period of adolescence is 
There is no substitute for home training. Bad 
habits formed in this period are most difficult to shake off in later 
life. The great secret of keeping boys in hand through this period 
of danger is to keep them interested and happy in useful pursuits.

Miss Monroe announced that book 
circulation at the Ontario Public Li- 
brary during the month of May, just 
closed, totalled 4,402 volumes, as 
against 4,057 for the same month 
last year, a gain of 342. While this 
is slightly less than the gain made 
in April, when the circulation was 
4,920 volumes, as against 4,217 for 
April, 1922, or more than 500, it is 
noteworthy that many libraries in 
this vicinity have reported recreases 
rather than gains.

Section 1. When used in this ordinance 
the word “liquor” or the phrase “intoxi- 
cating liquor” shall be construed to include 
aleohol, brandy, whiskey, rum, gin, beer, 
ale, porter, and wine, and in addition 
thereto any spirits or spirituous, vinous, 
malt, or fermented liquors, liquids and 
compounds, whether medicated, proprietary, 
patented, or not, and by whatever name 
called, containing one-half of one per 
centum or more ‘of alcohol by volume, 
which are fit for use for beverage pur- 


poses. 

See. 2. The word “person” shall mean 
and include natural persons, associations, 
co-partnerships, and corporations. 

Sec. 3. It shall be unlawful for any 

| 


person to manufacture, sell, barter, trans- 
port, import, export, deliver, furnish, or 
possess, any intoxicating liquors, except as 
authorized in this ordinance, and all 
provisions of this ordinance shall be 
liberally construed to the end that the use 
of intoxicating liquors as a beverage shal! 
be prevented; previded, however, that 
liquor for non-beverage purposes and wine 
for sacramental purposes may be manu- 
factured, purchased, sold, barte-ed, trans- 
ported, imported, exported, delivered, fur- 
nished and possessed in accordance with 
and under and pursuant to the laws of 
the United States, now in force or here- 
after enacted. 

Sec. 4 Anything to the contrary herein 
notwithstanding, the following articles shall 


lnot, after having been manufactured and 


prepared for the market, be subject to the 
provisions of this ordinance if they cor- 
respond with the following descriptions 
and limitations, namely: 

(a) Denatured alcohol or denatured rum 
produced and used as provided by laws 
and regulations now or hereafter in force; 

(b) Medicinal preparations manufac- 
tured in accordance with formulas pre- 
scribed by the United States Pharma- 
copoeia, National Formulary or the Ameri- 
can Institute of Homeopathy that are un- 
fit for use for beverage purposes, 

(ce) Patented, patent, and proprietary 
medicines that are unfit) for use for 
beverage purposes; 

(d) Toilet, medicinal, and antiseptle 
preparations and solutions that are unfit 
for use for beverage purposes, 

(e) Flavoring extracts and syrups that 
are unfit for use as a beverage, or for 
intoxicating beverage purposes, 

(f) Vinegar and preserved sweet cider. 

A person who manufactures any of the 
articles mentioned in this section may pur- 
chase and possess liquor for that purpose, 
if he shall secure such permits to manu- 
facture such articles and to possess such 
liquors, give such bonds, keep such 
records and make such reports, as may 
be required by the laws of the United 
States now in force or hereafter enacted. 
No such manufacturer shall sell, use or 
dispose of any liquor otherwise than as an 
ingredient of the articles authorized to be 
manufactured therefrom. No more alcoho! 
shall be used in the manufacture of any 
extract, sirup, or any of the articles named 
in paragraphs a, b, c¢ and d of this act 
which may be used for beverage purposes 
than the quantity necessary for the ex- 
fraction or solution of the elements con- 


Mained therein and for the preservation 


of the article. 
It shall be unlawful for any person te 
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enacted, and such liquor or containers 
thereof, and such property, so seized, shall 
be subject to such disposition as the court 
may make thereof, and if it shall be 
found that such liquor or property was 
so unlawfully held or possessed, or had 
been unlawfully used, the liquor, and all 
property designed for the unlawful manu- 
facture of liquor shall be destroyed, un- 
less the court shall otherwise order. The 
property seized upon any such warrant 
shall not be taken from the officer seizing 
the same on any writ of replevin, or any 
like process. 

Sec. 8 Any person who shail violate 
any of the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction thereof shall be punished 
by imprisonment in the county jail of 
the County of San Bernardino for a 
period of not less than thirty days, nor 
more than six months, or by a fine of 
not more than Five Hundred Dollars 
(#500), or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment. 

» Sec. 9. No person shall be excused, on 
the ground that it may incriminate him 
or subject him to a penalty or forfeiture, 
from attending and testifying, or pro- 
ducing books, papers, documents, and 
otfier evidence in obedience to a subpoena 
of any court in any action based upon 
or growing out of any violation of this 
ordinance; but no natural person shall 
be prosecuted or subjected to any penalty 
or forfeiture for or on account of any 
transaction, matter, or thing, as to which, 
in obedience to a subpoena and under 
oath, he may so testify or produce evi- 
dence, but no person shall be exempt 
from prosecution and punishment for per- 
jury committed in so testifying. 

Sec. 10. Anything to the contrary not- 
withstanding, it shall not be deemed un- 
lawful to possess liquor in one’s private 
dwelling while the same is occupied and 
used by him as his dwelling only, pro- 
vided such liquors are for use only for 
the personal consumption of the owner 
thereof and his family residing in such 
dwelling, and of his bona fide guests 
when entertained by him therein; but the 
burden of proof shall be upon the pods- 
sessor in any action concerning the same 
to prove that such liquor was lawfully 
acquired, possessed and used in accora- 
ance with the provisions herein.
